The proposal being prepared by the 
Planning Board is a long one. The 
board spent nearly three hours 
its Tuesday night meeting. review 
ing the proposal with Selectman Carl 
Backman Jr. 

‘The new zoning concept. which is in 
some degree taken from a similar 
concept in the Town of Burlington. 
would include many types of busi: 
ness that generates heavy traffic 
such as places with ‘drive-in’ fac 
ilities. salesroom for automobiles. 
commercial parking. motels and 
hotels. etc. Provisions are being 
planned for an Appeals set-up for 
the proposed by-law 

Backman. Tuesday night. specifical 
ly spoke up for Drive In Restaurants 
Gasoline Stations and Car Washes 
to be in the new proposed zoning, and 
when a Drive In Theatre was 
tioned. -he said “'taht’s beautiful!

Nothing like Solving 
the Crime before it Happens 


A Wilmington policeman is being 
credited with the solving of a crime 
before it happened. 

Officer Fred Ward noticed. on Aug- 
ust 5th three young men parking their 
car near the Wallace Motors garage 
on Main Street. and then walking 
towards the junction of Main and 
Lowell Street.

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Court refuses to evict 
Town Tenants 


Justice Francis Cullen of Woburn 
Court has refused an Eviction Notice 
asked by the Town of Wilmington for 
tenants in two Grove Avenue apart- 
ment houses which have been taken by 
the Town in Eminent Domain pro- 
ceedings. 

The two buildings, located near Sil- 
ver Lake, were taken by the town as 
the result of the vote of the Town 
Meeting last March. The purpose is 
to destroy the buildings, and to en- 
large the beach area of the Town 
Beach, for bathing purposes 

Judge Cullen, in refusing the im- 
mediate eviction orders, said that at 
this time of the year the town would 
be unable to raze the buildings and 
provide beaches suitable for use in 
the remaining weeks of the summer 
season. 

‘The tenants were given ninety days 
to find new homes. 


The two buildings which the town 
has taken by eminent, on Grove Ave. 
have a little interesting history 

The first one, as one comes from 


Main. Street, was originally built to 
be the Silver Lake Library. some- 
time about 1900. in the days when Sil- 
ver Lake was at the end of the Street 
Car run from Boston, and was a great 
summer-time resort. 

The Library lasted only for a few 
years, and was probably entirely a 
‘volunteer’ institution. that is. not 
town supported. The Town Fathers of 
that day (or one of them at least. who 
has been so quoted) regarded the 
summer camps at Silver Lake as a 
blessing - money would be paid for 
taxes. on the camps. and the City of 
Boston would have to pay for the edu- 
cation of the children. 

Before one got to the Library there 
was another building - MacFarlane's 
Spa - a large sized structure which 
housed an ‘ice cream palace’ and a 
bathing house. In back were small 
cublicles which one could rent and 
change in, into the bathing costumes 

in black with 
skirts which daringly showed the 
knees - but they wore black stockings 
so as to be not too daring. and men 


in full. bathing suits that went down 
to the knees. 

Mr. MacFarlane had a fine summer 
time business in the sale of ice cream. 
sodas and snacks, and the customers 
sat in old fashioned wire-backed 
chairs, at marble topped tables. 

The Silver Lake Library soon be- 
came headquarters for the Silver 
Lake Mens Club. which was an active 
organization for young men, who. 
among other things, ran a ‘country 
fair’ every Labor Day weekend. 

The country fair was a real attrac- 
tion for the community. There would 


be swimming races. and canoe tilting 
contests, on the lake. outside of Mac- 
Farlane’s Spa. and the big field on 
Cottage Street (no longer existing) 
would be the place where the carni- 
val was held. with games of chance. 
and a merry-go-round. operated by 
Elmer Southmayd, who was the grand- 
father of the present drum-major of 
the Crusaders. 

‘That merry-go-round was operated 
by a steam engine. which of course 
got its power from a steam boiler.
